The anarchist attempt on the life of Baron Alphonse de 


Sarg gran Rothschild is, perhaps, scarcely a matter for surprise, seeing 
—o. that there areJyet Anarchists who believe in the Propaganda 


Alphonse by Deed, and that the Rothschilds are the most con- 
de Rothschild. spicuous embodiments of the Capitalism and Individualism 
which Utopian fanatics daily single out for popular hatred. 


At the same time it is significant and instructive to notice the cowardice and 


scoundrelly recklessness of this latest outrage. Ravachol and Emile Henry 
at least took some trouble to reach the objects of their murderous designs, and 
exposed themselves to personal risk in carrying them out. But the latest 
champion of the oppressed proletariat is a skulking assassin employing 
methods of devilish subtlety, and applying them with clumsy carelessness. 
From the moment that he dropped his letter bomb into the post-office he 
must have known that the chances were that it would explode long before it 
could reach its addressee, and that-in that case the victims would not be million- 
aires, but some of those “ exploited” sons of toil on whose behalf the anarchists 
affect to be labouring—the post office employes, the letter carrier, the servants 
in the Rue Saint Florentin, or the clerks in the Rue Laffitte. It is indeed 
a mystery that this packet of fulminate of mercury—one of the most 


dangerous and delicate explosives known to science—ever reached the hands’ 


of Baron Rothschild’s private secretary. For the Baron, and still more for 
his injured private secretary, M. Jodkowitz, the liveliest sympathy must be 
felt. There are few men who deserve less of the ill-feeling of the working 
classes than the large-hearted millionaire who directs the powerful banking 
house in the Rue Laffitte. Like all his family, he has the profoundest feel- 


ing of sympathy for the poor, and no rich man in Europe disburses *‘ ransom”. 


on a more generous scale. The charitable foundations of his family in Paris, 
and their immense private benefactions, are a striking illustration of the 
intelligence and sympathy with which the Rothschilds interpret the steward- 
ship of wealth. All this, however, is powerless to stay the envy which is at 
the bottom cf the Anarchist movement. 


: While it seems clear, from the deliberation and impunity 
ig with which the Rothschild letter-bomb was constructed, 
that its maker was some individual skilled in the manage- 
Outrage. & 
ment of explosives, and hence an Anarchist, it is not to be 
forgotten that in stirring up hatred against the Rothschilds personally the 
anarchists are not alone. As the Temps pointed out last Wednesday, the 


sender of the explosive missive had probably no personal animus 


against the Rothschilds. His crime was an attentat symbolique—as: 


the conpagnons would call it—an attempt to intimidate bourgeois 
society by striking at the most prominent representative of its 
economic principles. The most violent publications of the Catastro- 
phists rarely indulge in personalities, and when the Rothschilds are mentioned 
it is as the typical ‘‘ Roi des Grinches,” and when they are the subject of 
pictorial illustration they appear in the form of some gross animal. Much 


‘more dangerous is the style of treatment adopted by the anti-Semites. Day 


after day Baron Alphonse is personally held up to public odium and hatred 
in the columns of the Libre Parole, and with a violence of language and a 
subservience of social theory which completely eclipse the wildest flights of 
the Pere Peinard or the En dehors. In its weekly edition the same paper 


publishes recognisable caricatures of the Baron accompanied by the most 


inflammatory legends. As recently as last May appeared such a cari- 
cature, entitled ‘Rothschild le Petroleur,” in which the Baron was 


represented as stealing the light of the poor by means of the Petroleum 


Syndicate. A woman in the background complains of the ‘act of bri- 
gandage,” whereupon her husband is made to reply “ Patience, la bourgeoisi», 
son tour viendra ‘d’éclairer”” If this is not a direct. incitement to 
anarchist crime we do not know what is. There are supposed to be laws in 
France for punishing such incitements, and yet no attempt has been made to 
indict the Libre Parole. The result of this impunity may be seen in the issue 
of the paper for last Sunday, the day after the outrage in the Rue Laffitte.

Now it follows, as a matter of precedence, that as there were laws of the 
British Constitution to maintain the Bible more than 2))) years previous to any 
Factory Act, the Administrator of Justice must have regard to those consti- 
tutional laws ; for until a law is repeated, it holds its placa on the Statute 
Books, notwithstanding all the laws which may be enacted afterwards, There- 
fore, when the old law to maintain the Church and the Bible is assailed and 
contradicted by @ new Factory Act, the Migistrate should have tried the case 
by the oldest law which is stiil uorepealed. The Standard declares that “It is 
indisputable that the seventh day, not the first, was set apart for rest and 
worsbip, There is nothing more than tradition to explain how, or when, or 
why, the early Christians exchanged the seventh day for the first.” Now as 
the Queen is sworn to maintaia the Bible and not tradition, and as the Buble 
teaches that no other than the seventh day is the Sabbath, and that day which is 
¢ymmonly called Saturday ; therefore, the first day, Suaday, must of necessity 
be a working day. The decision of the Judge was a grave miscarriage of 
justice, and ought to be quashed. :

Sir,—Io offering your readers a few observations on this highly interesting 
topic, I will endeavour not to make confilent assertions, lest I call forth the 


ceusure of “Student,” who does not like this boldness in others. 

I beg to question, however, the accuracy of nearly all the statements he 
makes. He says that the translation “ E-eraal’’ (mide in Germany) “ is 
uite inadmissible,” because the Tetragrammaton apparently has the form of 
causative’ conjugation, But scholars are not so sure, as ““Siudent” is, that 
he punctuation, almost universally adopted by them as the correct one, viz., 
With Pathach under the Yad and Sago! under Vav, is a causative formation, 
meaning the Giver of existence, They rather abide, as certainly we Jews 
should, with the explanation given by the oldest authority, Exodus 111. (see ¢g. 
Gesenius’ Lexicon, ed, Mublan and Volck, s.v.). There, in v. 13, Moses asks for 
€ name proper of Israel’s Protecting Deity, and in v. 14 the Same names Him- 
self in the form indicating the one who speaks; (see aleo end of that verse). In 
Vv, 15 and 16 this name is, for use by Moses and others, turned into that form 
which indicates the person spoken of; compare also vi. 2 ff. and Rashi, It is on 
this—the best—evidence that the translation “the Eternal” is based. Verse 15 
‘so runs counter to “Student’s” aseertion that the Lord “has no name, in 
a technical sense.” However correct this is ia theory, it does not hold good in 
Practice. But I agree with him that there are good reasons against a trauslation 

of the OW other than “ Lord.” 
Mm Again, when “ Student” maintains that “regarding the translation of the 
, Mr. Singer's translation has the weight of opiuion on its side,” he does not 
render it quite clear whose opinion he refers to. If to his own, a “Student ” is 
oe certain to be a scholar and an authority. If to Mr. Singer's, I agree with 
im in ascribing to it great weight. But if he thinks that among scholars the 
Other (ranslation, viz , “the Lord is our,” &c., is not represented, refer him to 
De.

It has long been felt by the more ardent members of religious denominations 
but more particularly Church people, Romanists and Jews, that since the 
principle of State-supported primary education was established by Mr. 
Forster’s Act of 1870, elementary Denominational Schools have 
been placed in a position of disadvantage. The disadvantage is not 
merely relative to the benefits conferred on Board Schools, supported as 
they are entirely out of the rates; it is absolute as well. The schools 
belonging to the Board compete with Denominational Schools in 
the same localities in a variety of ways.. The demands of the Educa- 
tion Department upon all institutions under its control have been 
constantly growing. The standard of educational and general efficiency 
which they must attain has been gradually raised. The School Board having 
an unlimited purse to dip into, can fulfil such demands; it has become 
increasingly difficult for Denominational Schools to comply with them, the 
amount of assistance forthcoming from the State to meet these requirements 
being limited. To make matters. worse, the Board has been able to attract 
to itself the ablest teachers, since Denominational Schools having 
to rely on voluntary Support are not in a position to pay ‘such 
liberal salaries. A tendency has thus set in, which, unless it be 
remedied by legislation, must ultimately starve out a large number of 
Elementary Schools that hitherto have done good educational work. 
Such a result was never contemplated by Mr. Forsrer’s Education

In the third place, Mr. Georae Sporriswoope and 
his Committee have put forward a scheme ‘ for meeting the Religious difficulty 
‘na all public Elementary Schools, and for affording adequate financial 
relief to Voluntary Schools.” The Roman Catholic plan, which is the 
simplest, and in many ways the best, proposes that any persons finding the 
necessaty money miy setup a Denominational Szhool, provided there are 
suficient children of school age in the district, belonging to the denomina- 
tion, ready to attend it, and such school, on fulfilling the requirements of the 
Code, shall be entitled to practically the same aid from the rates as is at 
present enjoyed by the Board Schools. The school is to ba under denomina- 


tional control, the parents of tha children being represented on the. 


management. If such a Bill were passed through Parliament, it would 


completely satisfy the claims of Denominationalists. S» far, at least, as — 


their Voluatary S:hools were concerned, there would be nothing more to ask 
for. The recommendations of the Archbishops’ Committee do not go so far. 
The Archbishops fear to claim help from the rates, lest it should lead to rate- 
paying control. They prefer that the additional public money which is needed 
andclaimed as a matter of justice should be souzht in the form of Imperial 
aid, because, as they say, ‘Grants from the Imperial Revenue are always 
more fair to all sorts of schools than aid from the rates. Such grants 
involve no risk of any objectionable interference with the appointment of the 
teachers or with ths management of the schools, since the interference is 
always limited to the purpose of securing efficiency. Nor do such grants 
raise any religious question whatever, since the Government are compelled by 
Act of Parliament to regard such questions as outside their province.” The 
Imperial Government ‘‘ should take on itself the duty of maintaining the 
entire staff of teachers, allowing neither School Boards nor managers of 
Voluntary Schools to diminish or to add to the grant so made.” The com- 
petition for teachers between Board Schools and Voluntary Schools, which 
presses so unfairly on the latter, woull thus be done away with. The 
Committee further recommend that the vexatious 173. 6d. limit be raised to 
21s,, and that Elementary Schools be exempt from the payment of rates. It 
is true that Board Schools pay rates, but it is argued that as they are supported 
out of the rates, this charge involves them in no hardship.

ATTEMPT ON THE LIFE OF BARON ALPHONSE DE 
ROTHSCHILD. 


[FROM A CORRESPONDENT. | 
| | Paris, TUESDAY, 
Paris was startled last Saturday by the news of anattempt on the life of Baron 
Alphonse de Rothschild by means of an explosive letter. Fortunately, Baron 
Alphonse, who is the head of the French branch of the Rothschild family and 
a brother-in-law of Lord Rothschild, left Paris early in the week for a holiday 
at Trouville. In his absence his private letters were opened by his steward and 
private secretary, M. Bernard Jodkowitz. On Saturday morning a number of 
letters were delivered by the usual postman at the Baron's private residence in 
the Rue St. Florentin, and in due course were sent down to the bank in the Rue 
Laffitte by a servant. Here they remained until the afternoon, when M. 
Jodkowitz arrived. Those which appeared most important were then opened 
and attended to, after which M. Jodkowitz entered into conversatioa with two 
of his colleagues who had entered the room. 
While they were talking, one of the visitors, M. Morlande, turned over the 
unopened letters, when his attention was arrested by a bulky packet in a thick 
white envelope, franked with three fifteen centimes stamps, The letter bore 
the following address, in a bold band-writing :— | 
Monsieur 
MONSIEUR LE BARON ALPHONSE DE ROTHSCHILD, 
2, Rue Saint Florentin, 
| PabIs, 

In the top left hand corner was the word “ Personelle”’ underlined, and below 
was written ‘“ Faire Suivre.’ M Morlande asked whether he should send the 
packet on to the Baron at Trouville. ‘ No,” answered Jodkowitz,“I don’t 
think it contains anything of importance.” “It seems rather heavy,’ observed 
M. Morlande, handing it to his colleague. The latter balanced it on his hand, 
and answered, “On! it is only a packet of race-course passes, or concert tickets,” 


Then placing his spectacles on his nose, he looked at it more carefully, and added 


carelessly, Evidently only concert tickets,” and placed it on the bureau. 

A few minutes later, in a pause in the conversation, M. Jodkowitz suddenly 
took up a steel paper knife and proceeded to open the mysterious packet. He 
slit it in the usual way, at the top, and turning down the gammed edge disclosed — 
a folded piece of cardboard. This he attempted to extract from the envelope 
with his fiogers, but it appeared to be stuck fast at the bottom. He gavea 
sudden tug at it when there came a flash and a loud detonation, and M, 
Jodkowitz was thrown violently to the ground apparently very much injured. 
M. Morlande, who was unhurt, flew to his friend's assistance and found his face 
covered with blood and his clothing almost turn from his body. His right hand 
seemed to be shattered, With the arsistance of some of the clerks, who bad 
meanwhile invaded the room, M. Jodkowitz was placed on a sofa and a doctor 
was sent for. He was found to be much lacerated in the face, and to be 
suffering from serious injuries to the right eye and right hand, The doctor 
attended to him temporarily, and then transported him to his home in tke 
Avenue Carnot. | | | 

Before his removal he was interviewed by M, Guenio, the District Com- 
missionary of Police, who with M. Girard, Chief of the Municipal Laboratory, 
and M. André, Chief of the Third Detective Brigade, had burried to the Rue 
Laffitte at the first intimation of the explosion. In spite of his wounds and 
the shock he bad experienced, M. Jodkowitz gave a clear account of what bal 
happened, The police made g minute examination of the room and collected 
hundreds of charred particles of the explosive letter besides other evidence of . 
the crime. M. Girard at once came to the conclusion that the explosive used 
had been fulminate of mercury, and without much difficulty succeeded in. 
discovering how the epistolary bomb bad been made. Fulminate of mercury is 
an exceedingly delicate explosive, and a very slight shock suffices to reveal its 
dangerous qualities, Placed on a moist surface, however, it issafe.

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A GREAT PREACHER ON PREACHING. 


Lectures On Preaching. Delivered in the Divinity School, Cambridge, in April and May 
rso4, by W. BoyD CARPENTER, D.D., D.C.L., Bishop of Ripon ; Hon. Fellow of 

ct. Catharine’s College, Cambridge. (Macmillan and Co., 1895). 

Few of us have forgotten the impassioned eloquence of the Bishop of Ripon. 
on the occasion of his pleading the cause of the Russian Jew at the Guildhall. 
pis volume, therefore, 18 of especial interest to us, and if Dr, Carpenter's sound 
advice is a reflex of his own experience, we need not be chary of giving it our 
aarnest consideration. Dr, Carpenter has such a wealth of illustration at bis 
command that one 18 forcibly struck from the first by the extraordinary manner 
in which he invariably “hits the mark,’ but at the same time, trenchant and 
exalted truths are not sacrificed to the tender mercies of epigram. The whole 
book is pervaded with a deep epirit of earnestness, It will stimulate many to 
strive after the ideal therein contained, an ideal not bounded by the limited 
horizon of theory and dogma, but stretching far away into the realms of human 
life and human experience. It is difficult to quote from this book when hampered 
by the exigencies of space, for it is all so thoroughly good that one is 
npcousciousiy tempted to leave the lectures intact. However, theso few quota- 
tions may afford a foretaste of what to many will, indeed, be a literary feast. 

Dr. Carpeater throughout empdusises the paramount necessity that the 
minister should be conversant with all phases of human history and human 
nature. “ Everything belonging to the provinces of human life and th ught, of 
human history and humau nature, should enlist his interest and provide food 
for his thought. His range should be larger than his profession.” All short 
cuts and bye-paths in his profession should bo strenuously avoided. The 

aremptory way in which the lecturer deprecates the use of hand-books on

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JEWISH PHILANTHROPIC INSTITUTIONS IN SALONICA. 


The Committee of the Alliance Israclite Universelle at Salonica has sent us 
a Report for the years 183 and 1894 of the various educational and charitable 
institutions under its charge. Foremost among these institutions are the schools 
founded more than 20 years ego by the late Dr. Moise Allatini, the creation of 
which was warmly encouraged at the time by the Jewish Chronicle, The Boys’, 
Girls’ and Infants Schools contain an aggregate of 840 pupils, 58) of whom are 
free. The instruction is of the highest character, especially in the Boys’ School, 
where the living languages taught are French, Italian and Tarkish. Former 
pupils, true to the traditions of the school, have lately organised a Benevolent 
Society, which has already a con iderable number of members, and is destined 
to render invaluable services to the poor of the city, and eapecially to the poorer 
children in the school. There is an apprenticing department for boys, 102 (47 
natives and 55 Russians) being taught trades as useful as they are remunerative, 
and attached to the Girls’ School is a workroom where 35 girls sre employed on 
plain and fancy needlework, dressmaking, &c, The Boys’ and Girls’ Schools 
alone show a deficit of £1,437 (Turkish), and an additional burden has been 
thrown on the Committee by the necessity of making provision for the large 
number of children of Russian immigrants, | 
A passage in the Report deals with the disposal of the fund raised for 
relieving the victims of the great conflagration in September, 130, and providing 
them with new homes, The Committee exp:ess their “ profound and sincere 
gratitude to the Sultan, who was the Honorary President and initiator of the 
Relief Committee, and who is always the first on every occasion to set the 
example of generosity and philanthropy.” | 
In a letter addressed to us by the Salonica Committee and sizned by Signor 
Carlo Allatini, Vice-President, and Signor Morpurgo, Secretary, the writers cal] 
attention to their serious finaucial embarrassments, Referring to the new homes 
and to the Russian refugees, the Committee write: ‘The new quarters con- 
structed after the fire of 13.) bave been very successful, but they require large 
expenditure for their maintenance. In th se quarters, two schools have been 
established containing o() boys, who are thus rescued from ignorance and 
vagrancy. The necessity of creating two girls’ schoo!s is deeply felt, but there 
are no means available, As for the Russian refugees, despite all the care bestowed 
on them, the habitations given them free, the relief distributed among them, and 
the instruction imparted to their children, their misery remains very great, 
These poor people are worthy of the deepest commiseration. The time has come 
round for the renewal of the rents of the houses occupied by the refugees, and 


| weare all greatly embarrassed by the want of the needful amount, It would bea 


good thing if some philanthropists in London would interest themselves in these 
unfortunate beings. We seize this occasion of thanking you for the interest 


and sympathy which your esteemed journal has ever testified towards our 
institutions,’

S‘tudium der socialen Hygiene ” (Iutroduction to the Study of Social Hygiene), 
the author lays great stress on the part which the Jewish nation has played iu 
this very important department of the history of the humanrace. As he very 
appropriately points outsto the general reader who may be ignorant on this 
matter, the Jewish nation stands at the head of all nations of antiquity in tha 
excellence of its teaching respecting cleanliness. With all Oriental peoples 
cleanliness formed a very essential portion of the religious law, and with them 
cleanliness and health may almost be taken to be synonymous, Odace grasp 
this prominent idea, says Dr, Nossig, and you may thea read Jewis) laws on this 


‘subject as if you were reading a modern work on bygiene. In the Decalogue 


alone we see how much the health of the people was considered. The jadicious 

interspersion of rest betwcen periods of labour, and the high regard which was 
exacted for the marriage bond, tend to keep a race healthy and pure, and therc- 
fore strong, or if you reversa the positions, pure, and therefore healthy and 
strong. “And,” continues the learned author, “let the reader not hold me 


| guilty of any irreverence in that I thus interpret the Holy Law. The law giver 


affords me full authority s> to do. For does he not promise as a reward of 
obedience that ‘thy days shall be long in the land,’ and is not 
the threat held out against disobedience one of pestilenca and sickaess 


Health and vigour, with its resultant happiness, are the rewards 
pointed to for thoss who keep the laws, and it is the samo to-day as in the days 
of the covenant. Dr. Nossig then goes on to show how the learned Doectorr, 
whose dissertations have been gathered fur us ia the Talmud, have enlarged and 
completed the simple precepts and fitted them into the daily lives of the common 
people. Food, infection, ventilation, disinfection and the sexual relations, each 
and all received attention at the hands of these spiritual leaders of the Jewish 
nation, Indeed, had it not been for these, the bygienic and medical knowledge of 
Europe during the Middie Ages would have stood in very bad case. When the 
High Schools of the Rabbis were destroyed, it was the Jewish doctors who 
kept alive medical kaowledge and skill; and it was they who provided the 
germs from which sp’ang modern scientific knowledge. The works of 
Maimonides, in the twelfth century, show the high-water mark of Jewish know- 
ledge in medicine during the Middle Ages, and he lays it down there as a general 
principle th t most diseascs spring from a strong desire for strocvg meats, drinks, 
and an excess of the sensus! passions. Unsuitable food brings disease and death 
in its train. D+, Nossig clenches his eloquent tribute to Jewish teaching with this 
telling conclusion : “ The outcome of this entire hygienic system is that the race 
has been preserved to the present day despite all persecutions and blows of — 
fate, and in this, our own day, infuses strength and life into the nations among 
whom ita representatives dwell.” 
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JEWISH PHILANTHROPIC INSTITUTIONS IN SALONICA.

The Committee of the Alliance Israélite Universelle at Salonica has sent us 
a Report for the years 1803 and 1894 of the various educational and charitable 
institutions under its charge. Foremost among these iustitutions are the schools 
founded more than 20 years ego by the late Dr. Moise Allatini, the creation of 
which was warmly encouraged at the time by the Jewish Chronicle, The Boys, 
Girls’ and Infants Schools contain an aggregate of 840 pupils, 53) of whom are 
free. The instruction is of the highest character, especially in the Boys’ School, 
where the living languages taught are French, Italian and Tarkish. F ormer 
pupils, true to the traditions of the school, have lately organised a Benevolent 
Society, which has already a con’ iderable number of members, and is destined 
to render invaluable services to the poor of the city, and eapecially to the poorer 
children in the school, There is an apprenticing department for boys, 102 (47 
natives and 55 Russians) being taught trades as useful as they are remunerative, 
and attached to the Girls’ School is a workroom where 35 girls are employed on 
plain and fancy needlework, dressmaking, &c, The Boys’ and Girls’ Schools 
alone show a deficit of £1,437 (Turkish), and an additional burden has been 
thrown on the Committee by the necessity of making provision for the large 
number of children of Russian immigrants, 7 

A passage in the Report deals with the disposal of the fund raised for 
relieving the victims of the great conflagration in September, 1890, and providing 
them with new homes, The Committee exp:ess their “ profound and sincere 
gratitude to the Sultan, who was the Honorary President and initistor of the 
Relief Committee, and who is always the first on every occasion to set the 
example of generosity and philanthropy.” 

In a letter addressed to us by the Salonica Committee and sizned by Signor 
Carlo Allatini, Vice-President, and Signor Morpurgo, Secretary, the writers cal] 
attention to their serious finaucial embarrassments, Referring to the new homes 
and to the Russian refugees, the Committee write: ‘The new quarters con- 
structed after the fire of 1800 bave been very successful, but they require large 
expenditure for their maintenance. In thse quarters, two schools have been 
established containing 500 boys, who are thus rescued from ignorance and 
vagrancy. The necessity of creating two girls’ schools is deeply felt, but there 
are no means available, As for the Russian refugees, despite all the care bestowed 
on them, the habitations given them free, the relief distributed among them, and 
the instruction imparted to their children, their misery remains very great, 
These poor people are worthy of the deepest commiseration. The time has come | 
round for the renewal of the rents of the houses occupied by the refugees, and 
we are all greatly embarrassed by the want of the needful amount, It would be a 
good thing if some philanthropists in London would interest themselves in these 
unfortunate beings. We seize this occasion of thanking you for the interest 


and sympathy which your esteemed journal has ever testified towards our 
institutions,”

Studium der socialen Hygiene ” (Iutroduction to the Study of Social Hygiene), 
the author lays great stress on the part which the Jewish nation has played in ~ 
this very important department of the history of the humanrace. As he very 
appropriately points out to the general reader who may be ignorant on this 
matter, the Jewish nation stands at the head of all nations of antiquity in tha 
excellence of its teaching respecting cleanliness, With all Oriental peoples 
cleanliness formed a very essential portion of the religious law, and with them 
cleanliness and health may almost be taken to be synonymous, Odace grasp 
this prominent idea, says Dr, Nossig, and you may then read Jewish laws on this 
subject as if you were reading a modern work on hygiene. In the Decalogue 
alone we see how much the health of the people was considered. The judicious 


_interspersion of rest betwcen periods of labour, and the high regard which was 


exacted for the marriage bond, tend to keep a race healthy and pure, and there- 
fore strong, or if you reverse the positions, pure, and therefore healthy and 
strong. “And,” continues the learned author, “let the reader not hold me 
guilty of any irreverence in that I thus interpret the Holy Law. The law giver 
affords me iull authority s> to do, For does he not promise as a reward of 
obedience that ‘thy days shall be long in the land,’ and is not 
the threat held out against disobedience one of pestilenca aad sickaess 
in the land ?” | | | 


‘Health and vigour, with its resultant happiness, are the rewards 


pointed to for thoss who keep the laws, and it is the same to-day as in the days 
of the covenant. Dr. Nossig then goes on to show how the learned Doctorr, 
whose dissertations have been gathered for us ia the Talmad, have enlarged and 
completed the simple precepts and fitted them into the daily lives of the common 
people. Food, infection, ventilation, disinfection and the sexual relations, each 
and all received attention at the hands of these spiritual leaders of the Jewish 
nation. Indeed, had it not been for these, the bygienic and medical knowledge of 
Europe during the Middle Ages would have stood in very bad case. When the 


- High Schools of the Rabbis were destroyed, it was the Jewish doctors who 


kept alive medical knowledge and skill; and it was they who provided the 
germs from which sp-ang modern scientific knowledge. The works of 
Maimonides, in the twelfth century, show the high-water mark of Jewish know- 
ledge in medicine during the Middle Ages, and he lays it down there as a general 
principle th t most diseascs spring from a strong desire for strong meats, drinks, 
and an excess of the sensual passions. Uvsuitable food brings disease and death 
in its train. Dr. Nossiz clenches his eloquent tribute to Jewish teaching with this 
telling conclusion : “ The outcome of this entire hygienic system is that the race 
has been preserved to the present day despite all persecutions and blows of 
fate, and in thie, our own day, infuses strength and life into the nations among 
whom its representatives dwell.”
